Axis “Three-Power

LONDON, April 15.—(AP)—An 
Axis “three-power” parley has been 
held in Tokyo on the eve of the Al- 
lied invasion of western Europe, 
the Berlin radio disclosed today.

The Canadian government 
agrees to co-operate with the Chi- 
nese government in arrange- 
ments, so far as Canadian inter- 
ests are concerned, for the aban- 
donment by foreign governments 
of special privileges held by them 
in Peiping, Shanghai, Amoy, 
Tentsin and Canton, 


The relinquishment of extra-ter| 


ritorial rights does not affect exist- 
ing real property’ rights of Cana- 
dian nationals. It is agreed that 
Canadian property in China will be 
subject to Chinese laws concerning 
taxation and- national defence. 


MAY NOT BE ALIENATED 

Real property held by Canadians 
in China may not be alienated to 
the government or nations of a 
third country without the consent 
of the Chinese government. If the 
right to transfer is refused the 
Chinese government has agreed to 
take over the property and pay 
adequate compensation, 

Canadian nationals in China 
are to be accorded the right to 
travel, reside and carry on trade 
in China. Each country is to try 
to accord to nationals of the other 
treatment not less favorable than 
that enjoyed by its own nationals 
in legal proceedings, the admin- 
istration of justice and the levy- 
ing of taxes. 

Consular officers of each country 
are to have the right to interview 
and communicate with their own 
nationals and are to be informed 
whenever any of their nationals are 
arrested and may visit them and re- 
ceive communications from them. 

The treaty will come into effect 
when ratifications are exchanged at 
Chungking. It will be tabled in the 
commons by the prime minister at 
an early date

MOSCOW, April 15—The final 
battle of the Red Army's Crimean 
campaign shifted to Sevastopol to- 
day when Russian assault forces 
crashed through strong Axis rear 
guard screens in the hills before 
the historic city. (The London 
Evening Star reported in its first 
edition today that the Russians 
were within 10 miles of Sevastopol 
and in its second that they were 1n 
sight of the city.) 

The week after it began, the 
battle of the Crimea was reported 
nearing its end in a merciless 
slaughter of the routed survivors 
of about 100,000 troops now cor- 
raled in a 50-square mile bridge- 
head anchored on Sevastopol. 
The ancient city of epic seiges 
was reported jamedd with rag-tag 
survivors of the Axis armies in mad 
flight from the pursuing Russians 
who were milling about in desper- 
ate efforts to board frail craft for 
a gamble on a flight by sea. 


POUND AT SHIPS 

Red Air Force assault planes 

pounded the evacuation craft mer- 
cilessly and torpedo launches of the 
Black Sea fleet dashed in and out 
of the coastal waters torpedoing 
vessels loaded with enemy troops. 
| As the Soviet arc of steel 
closed against Sevastopol, tanks 
in the vanguard were reported 
plowing into fleeing Axis bands, 
crushing hundreds of men under 
their treads and spraying those 
out in front with machine gun 
fire. 

All the roads and villages to the 
south coast were reported strewn 
with the dead of the occupation 
garrison, and big stores of supplies 
and equipment were abandoned by 
the enemy in headlong flight. 


GUERILLAS ACTIVE 

Guerilla detachments hidden for 
two years in the Crimean hills 
emerged to strike telling blows at 
the Germans and Romanians, cut 
ting their lines of retreat and at- 
tacking isolated garrisons. 

Unshaven, uakept and tattered 
German and Romanian soldiers, 
their escape cut off by the light- 
ning Russian advance, surrendered 
en masse as the Soviet re-conquest 
of the 10,000 square mile Crimea 
entered its final phase a week after 
it began. 

More than 31,000 prisoners had 
been rounded up by Thursday, and 
almost as many enemy troops had 
been slain by two Red armies that 
smashed simultaneously into the 
Crimea from the north and east 
last week-end.

Is Advocated 


PHILADELPHIA, April !5— 
(AP)—Rationing of jobs after the | 
war—with shorter work days and 
work weeks for all—was proposed 
today by Percy R. Bengough, pre- | 
sident of the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada. 


If unemployment develops des- 
pite post-war planning, “we must 
ration available employment; in 
other words shorten the hours of 
work until we reach a balance,” Mr. 
Bengough said in an address pre- 


pared for delivery before the Am- 
erican Academy of Political and 
Social Science 

“It is doubtful, in the face of 
technical progress we have made, if 
it is necessary or possible in the 
future for all of our people to have 
full employment on the present 
hours per day and days per week 
basis.” 


MUST MAINTAIN WAGES 

The rationing would be ineffect- 
ive, however, he said “unless wage 
standards are maintained” to pre- 
vent a reduction in buying power. 

Mr. Bengough added that the 
Congress advocated longer com- 
pulsory schooling and a com- 
pulsory retirement age of 60 to 
“reduce the number of people 
looking for employment.” 

Mr. Bengough told the Congress 
“the majority of those I represent 
are a little fearful of the post-war 
period,” and “look for assurance 
that they will not once again find 
themselves on the verge of starva- 
tion in a land of plenty.” 


CONTROLS NEEDED 

“Our immediate position after 
victory can best be protected by 
controls over finance, commerce 
and industry,” he said. 

He recommended public works, 
housing projects and an immigra- 
tion policy under which “selected 
people” would be admitted, “but 
only in such degree as they can be 
absorbed and do not vitally affect 
the general welfare of our own

! realize that such self-govern- 
ment is not alwavs immediately 
in sight. But our times move rap- 
idly and reforms even of this 
magnitude are by no means im- 
possible, 

“There are men in our countries 
who believe it is visionary to point 
to the kind of world organization 
of which I have spoken today,” 
Field told the Toronto Advertising 
and Sales Club in an address at a 
dinner meeting held in connection 
with Canada’s Sixth Victory Loan 
campaign which opens April 24. 


MORE VISIONARY 


“But... 1am not more visionary 
than most of my fellow citizens 
judging from poll after poll of 
public opinion, taken by respon- 
sible agencies in the United States 
My countrymen ... are ready to

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Tax Paying 


Those who found it inconvenient to pre- 
pay their city taxes during the first half 
of January may pay without penalties in 
four instalments, at the middle of May, 
July, September and November. Those who 
pay the whole sum on the first instalment 
date will be allowed a discount of one per 
cent. 

This means—and it is in accord with the 
custom—that the whole amount of the 
year’s taxes must be paid within seven 
months of the setting of the instalment 
dates, if penalties are to be avoided. It is 
true that these are months in which some 
household expenses are light—notably the 
fuel bills—but the money will have to come 
out of the earnings of little more than half 
the year. 

Obviously if the tax-rate could be struck 
earlier in the year—preferably in January 
—a longer time could be allowed between 
instalments, paying made easier for peo- 
ple of modest means, and liability lessened 
of some falling into arrears. Better still, a 
monthly instalment plan could be worked 
out that would spread the payments over 
the entire year and thus make paying as 
easy as possible. 


They Won’t Do It 


Nova Scotia’s minister of mines would 
like to have Quebec and eastern Ontario 
“zoned” for the sale of Nova Scotia coal. 
What he really means is that the area 
should be barred against coal from any 
other source and made a preserve in which 
the Nova Scotia mines would have an ex- 
clusive law-made monopoly. 

Jf that were done, Alberta mines could 
with equal right ask for a monopoly cover- 
ing western Ontario, Manitoba, and the ter- 
ritory clear through to British Columbia, 
including so much of the latter province as 
was not claimed as a barred “zone” by the 
mines in its coastal belt. 

Not many things are less likely to hap- 
pen than that the Dominion can be thus 
chopped up into two or three areas, each 
the exclusive monopoly of one of the coal- 
producing regions. In their wildest en- 
thusiasm for economic nationalism the peo- 
ple of Ontario and Quebec never worked 
themselves up to willingness to bar United 
tates coal and rely on Canadian sources of 
supply. They are less likely to fall for the 
idea now, and unless they do the plan may 
as well be dropped as impracticable. 


Up to the City 


While council instructed the commis- 
sioners to continue their efforts to work 
out a joint plan for beautifying the ap- 
proaches to the Macdonald hotel, the dis- 
cussion at the council meeting confirms the 
view that the C.N.R. is not likely to ac- 
cept any large share of the expense. If, 
as Mayor Fry suggested, the Railways may 
be holding back in hope that the city will 
stand the whole cost, they have been hold- 
ing back a long time and for obvious rea- 
sons could hardly be supposed to do any- 
thing else. 

It is not so much for the benefit of the 
Railways’ hotel the beautification scheme 
is desirable, as to remove from the city 
the stigma of having failed to play up to 
the lead that was given when that splendid 
structure was built. The Railways might 
have reasonably made the building of the 
hotel conditional upon the city carrying 
through a suitable improvement of the sur- 
roundings. That was not insisted upon, 
but the failure of the city to do the ap- 
propriate thing is none the less clear. 

It is to be hoped the commissioners can 
induce the Railways to share the cost in 
some substantial degree. But, whether they 
do so or not, the project should be carried 
out—not for the benefit of the hotel, but 
for the credit and benefit of Edmonton.

Isn’t It the Truth 


The food administration at Washington 
reports that civilians in the United States 
have eaten more food so far this year than 
in any corresponding period in the last 
decade. Figures are not needed to prove 
that Canadians are not far behind, if at all 
behind, their neighbors in gastronomic ac- 
tivities. We are, in fact, gobbling meals 
and lunches and snacks at all hours. Which 
is strictly the business of the individual, 
but has its effect all the same on the gen- 
eral health, or what is miscalled “the public 
health.” 

There isn’t anything the law should 
or can do to stop this, save when the food 
control authorities have to set coupon 
limits in order to make the available sup- 
plies go around. The doctors and surgeons 
and druggists and hospitals—and under- 
takers—will do what the situation requires 
until plain common sense reasserts itself, 
as it will in course of time, and leads us 
back to more tempered and wholesome 
living.

The Crimea Foot-Race 


Russian armies rolled across the Crimea 
in every direction faster than the com- 
manders can have expected, At the end of 
a week the Nazis who were still alive and 
not captured or evacuated were herded in 
ong-Lenth the area of the peninsula around 
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Sevastopol, supposedly preparing tc make 
a last-ditch fight to hold the fortress 
which it took them eight months to cap- 
ture two years ago. 

An advance at this pace could only be 
possible where the resistance was weak. 
Men who are travelling 40 miles a day, 
whether in pursuit or in flight, are not 
doing much fighting en route. 

Three facts are noted in Moscow com- 
muniques which may throw light on the 
question of enemy power to resist. “Raw” 
German troops were thrown into the fray 
in considerable numbers. Prisoners have 
been captured in unusually large numbers. 
The Germans seized the motor equipment 
of their Romanian comrades and fled, 
leaving the latter to their fate—as Rom- 
mel’s elite corps left the Italians in Libya. 

These incidents seem to indicate that 
Hitler’s battle-tried troops are getting 
scarce, that demoralization is making it- 
self apparent, and that the Romanians do 
not rank, any higher than Italians in the 
estimation of German officers when re- 
treat is necessary and transport scarce. 

If Sevastopol does not stand a long 
siege that will not be because the Nazis 
have not had time to fortify it and gather 
supplies and men. Quick capture of that 
stronghold would be further evidence that 
the fight is going out of the Hitlerites in 
the east.

Nearly 4,000 Allied bombers pounded 
Axis targets in seven countries in one day, 
thereby setting records for the number of 
machines employed ‘in a day and for the 
extent of enemy territory put under at- 
tack. But neither record may stand long. 
One factory in the United States turned 
out during March alone one-fifth as many 
bombers as flew in these raids. The air- 
krieg is mounting, not diminishing.

From New Guinea to the Kuriles, 
American bombers dumped explosives in 
one day on thirteen Jap bases along a line 
4,000 miles long. Not less remarkable, all 
the planes returned safely, and reported 
meeting little enemy air opposition. Perhaps 
it is for reasons of strategy that Tokyo has 
withdrawn its air forces from the battered 
island bases. But the marked change sug- 
gests that the reason for the strategy is 
the heavy mortality among pilots and 
planes, coupled with recognition that the 
skies over Japan are likely to be invaded 
before long.

Finds 
U.S. State Department Has 


Recognized Him as the 


French Leader

Mr. Hull's expose of foreign 
policy last Sunday was ~- welcome 
and deserves ungrudging praise. It 
was by far the clearest statement 
of the American position which has 
been made by anybody since the 
beginning of the war. And, further- 
more, it represents progress. Be-

This is a brand-new statement, it is 
vastly clearer than any that has 
previously been made: and it is not 


in harmony with past practices, 
Actually, it concedes to the French 
Committee nearly everything it has 
ever asked for until about three 
weeks ago, when General de Gaulle 
for the first time in the history of 
the Committee referred to it as a 
provisional government for France. 
Actually, there is nothing in Mr. 
Hull’s statement that is incompat- 
ible with what General de Gaulle 
proposed, as a method of pro- 
cedure, in his speech of March 18-- 
and has been proposing, for years, 
while receiving nothing but snubs, 
Among the representatives of the 
French Committee here the speech 
has been received with immense 
satisfaction, and as a new step. 

For the very first time—and in 
apparent contradiction to previous 
statements of policy — Mr. Hull 
says: 

“The president and I are clear as 
to the need from the outset of 
French civil administration—and 
democratic French administration— 
in France. We are disposed to see 
the French Committee of National

establish law and order under the 
supervision of the Allied com- 
mander in chief. The committee has 
given public assurance that it 
doesn't propose to perpetuate its 
authority ... and that it wishes at 
the earliest possible date to have 
the French people exercise their 
own sovereign will... .” 

This is the first time that the 
president or state department has 
publicly recagnized the leadership 
of the French committee in metro- 
politan France, A detailed plan for 
exercising that leadership as terri- 
tories become liberated was pre- 
sented to our authorities in Decem- 
ber, 1943. That plan envisaged that 
the committee would be recognized 
as a purely provisional government 
only when it was able to move to 
Paris, and only until a consultative 
assembly had been elected on a 
broad basis of universal suffrage, 
incluidng, for the first time, women 
after which the committee would 
tender its resignation. 

A dispatch from Algiers on Mon- 
day states “the French were sur- 
prised by the favorable character 
of Secretary Hull's allusions to the 
committee’"—which makes it clear 
that if this has been our consistent 
policy, we have certainly kept it 
from the committee. 

* * * 


It is now to be hoped that this 
policy will be consistently ad- 
hered to and not undermined by 
career diplomacy in actual touch 
with the situation, nor sabotaged 
by personal likes or dislikes some- 
times openly expressed by people 
in high office. 

And it is also greatly to be hoped 
that as a result General de Gaulle 
will retreat from the extreme posi- 
tion he has taken in the last fort- 
night, and which has seemed dicta- 
torial inside his committee and 
non-co-operative with his allies. In 
extenuation of General de Gaulle, 
however, it must be said that the 
policy followed in practice if not in 
theory, was bound to create just his 
kind of behavior. It is always a mis- 
take to make concessions only when 
they are forced by high-handed 
action, For that is an invitation to

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Bourassa’s Account of 1911

Mr. Bourassa told the story of 
the 1911 campaign in a series of 
articles which appeared in Le De- 
voir in May and June of 1913. 


The following extracts are free 
translations but can readily be 
checked against the original 
articles. 

Mr. Bourassa prior to the elec- 

tion had laid down the rule that 
the Nationalists would not form 
a party in the ordinary sense but, 
rather, would support: 
“any candidate, Liberal or Con- 
servative, for or against reci- 
procity, who will at first hand 
promise to, fight any policy of 
participation direct or indirect, in 
the wars of the Empire outside of 
Canada. ...” 

“_and this is no secret—to ob- 
tain the election of enough inde- 
pendent members to overthrow the 
navy bill and all other means of 
contributing to Imperial arma- 
ments... .” 

This left it up to the Conserva- 
tives either to stand aside and let 
the Nationalists fight the Liberals 
or to nominate and have three- 
cornered fights. The Conservatives 
were not long in making their 
choice. They desired to reduce 
Laurier’s strength in Quebec and 
therefore they did not nominatee 
Conservative candidates but let the 
Nationalists have a clear field. 
Some men of known Conservative 
leanings ran as “autonomists” or 
“independents” but all such plead- 
ed for support from Mr. Bourassa 
and Mr. Lavergne. Mr. Bourassa 
names some of these men as fol- 
lows: Mr. Blondin, Mr. Lesperance, 
Mr. Nantel, Mr. Rainville and Mr. 
Pelletier. 

Mr. Pelletier is quoted as ap- 
pealing to Mr. Bourassa for sup- 
port in these terms: “Tell Bourassa 
that I beg of him on my knees to 


come and speak in my favor... . 
Yes, on my knees.” 


* * * 
But how was the Nationalist 
campaign to be financed? Mr. 


Bourassa wrote that the National- 
ists “furnished the ideas, the en- 
thusiasm and the popularity. But 
that was all they could give.” 

The Conservative party promptly 
came to the rescue. “They” (the 
Conservatives), Mr. Bourassa re- 
corded, “did not hesitate to trans- 
fer to the ‘autonomist’ party cash- 
box a great part of their funds, 
without exacting any promise or 
guarantee whatsoever from the 
candidates, for or against recipro- 
city, who fought the government 
because of their hatred of the navy 
bill and who denounced Mr. Bor- 
den’s no less nefarious policy.” 

When the Conservative party's 
initial gift was spert, Mr. Bourassa 

continued, Sir Hugh Graham, later 
Lord Atholstan, “appeared on the 
scene.” He offered to finance 
Nationalist candidates on certain 
conditions but when the conditions 
were refused, “he paid anyway.” 
. Mr. Bourassa commented: 

“The fact remains that the Con- 
servative party funds and the 
Imperial treasury helped to de- 
fray the election dues of from 
thirty to forty candidates, for or 
against reciprocity, who de- 
nounced the navy bill.” 

But the Conservatives went fur- 
ther. *Prominent Conservatives 
“armed with electoral lists of all 

the eastern counties,” paid for 
subscriptions to Le Devoir, The 
Nationalists, Mr. Bourassa remark- 
ed, were princely: 

“Far from taking advantage of 
the situation and holding up these 
gentlemen, the paper gave them 
generous terms, ... And we had 
the paramount satisfaction of 
having the Mammon of Tory-im- 


perialistic iniquity serve to 
spread the good Nationalist doc- 
trine in full columns.” 


* * * 


The success of this strategy prom- 
ised so well in Quebec that the Con- 
servative party begged Mr. Bour- 
assa and his lieutenants to come 
into Ontario constituencies in which 
there was a French-Canadian vote 
which, by a Nationalist appeal, 
might be driven away from the 
Liberals. Mr. Bourassa graciously 
responded and spoke in Nipissing 
and Algoma East. In his articles he 
reproduced the telegrams of appeal 
from such well-known Conserva- 
tives as George Gordon who, later 
on, was appointed to the Senate. 

Summing up, Mr. Bourassa wrote; 

“The Conservative party help- 
ed with its electoral funds and 
indirect support all the candidates 
opposed to the Liberal policy—a 
so-called Canadian navy—and the 

Conservative policy of immediate 

contribution (to the British 

navy).” 

Later on when these Nationalists 
repudiated their election pledges, 
Mr. Bourassa blamed, equally, the 
Conservative party. He wrote: “The 
obligation which these ministers 
and members failed to live up to, 
is one which they assumed with the 
full knowledge of the heads of the 
Tory party, which took advantage of 
it to rise to power.” 

In the result, 27 Nationalists were 
elected in Quebec in 1911 which 
meant the difference between vic- 
and defeat for the Conservative 
party. The Conservatives took office 
with the support of the Quebec Nat- 
ionalists whom they had financed 
in the election campaign. Failing 
these Nationalists, the Conserva- 
tives would have had only 103 seats 
in a house of 219 members.

The Return to Baker Street

You would have thought that 
everything possible to say about 
the late Sherlock Holmes, of Baker 
Street, had been said long ago; 
but, like that other famous de- 
tective, Hamlet, of Denmark, 
Holmes attracts in every genera- 
tion another set of admirers and 
interpreters who are continually 
finding out something new about 
him. Thus during the last few 
weeks no less than three definitive 
and ponderous books of research 
have appeared to clear up the re- 
maining mysteries in the life of 
Holmes, and doubtless many more 
will yet appear to clear up mys- 
teries so far unsuspected, Holmes 
is now established as an immortal 
figure in English letters. 

Why is it that an obscure de- 
tective, in a mean street, dealing 
with second-rate crimes in a stuffy 
Victorian world, should be more 
popular than any of the great mod- 
ern detectives, who use stream- 
lined methods and fairly glisten 
with glamor? Why is it that the 
rather primitive and obyious man- 
hunts of Baker Street are more 
esteemed by connoisseurs of mur- 
der than all the fancier and slicker 
detective tales of our time? 

* * * 

The reason, I fancy, will not 
be found in Conan Doyle's super- 
ior writing, though that is obvi- 
ous enough. It certainly will not 
be found in Holmes’ superior 
powers as a criminologist, since 
many of the modern practitioners 
of fiction could easily beat him 
at his own game. No; the con- 
tinual popularity of Holmes stems 
from another and deeper source 


in the mind of the reader. 

Consider the world 
Street. It was a comfortable, cosy 
little world of hansom cabs, gas-

lights, tobacco smoke, whiskers 
and rustling petticoats. It was a 
world apparently settled forever, 
secure behind the defence of the 
British navy, ruled for its own 
good by British gentlemen, It was 
a fine time to live—no world re- 
volution, no world war, no irritating 
economists about, 

In such a world crime was dis- 
reputable, unusual, shocking There- 
fore, when Holmes discovered a 
single corpse it was a world-wide 
sensation. Even a petty theft was 
good enough for an exciting tale. 

The crimes stualed by 
appeared exciting and horrible be- 


cause goodness, honesty and a 
settled society were accepted as 
the normal state of man. Whereas 
today, in a horrible world like 


ours, the hard-driven writer of de- 
tective tales must turn up some- 
thing more horrible in every book, 
providing his readers with an in- 
creasing dose of the drug; until to- 
day, with presidents, prime min- 
isters, economists, churchmen and 
scientists all reading detective 
stories voraciously, only the most 
violent drug will satisfy this uni- 


versal addiction, and no one can 
produce a drug strong enough. The 
current doses no longer suffice and 


presently the addict, unable to fjnd 
any relief in the modern dispensar- 
ies, flees in desperation back to 
Baker Street, to the gaslight, to- 


bacco smell, petticoats and Victor-| 


janism.

Beside 
their present surroundings Hoimes’ 
mild murderers and piddling pick- 
pockets are pleasant, attractive folk 
{and good relaxation, It is a strange 
{commentary on the success of our

ual home in Baker Street.

All Things New 


HEN does spring really begin? In his delightful volume “Peace in 
the Heart” Archibald Rutledge has a chapter on “Autumn”, in 
which he insists that autumn is really the beginning of spring. 

It is the time when nature withholds for a while her energies and 
stores up her reservoirs of vitality so that there might be the new 
outburst of life in the spring. That is, what appears to us as the end 
of the year, one who understands nature more deeply sees as the 
beginning of the year. So does God continually in the world of nature 
bring new beginnings out of old endings. 

If I understand my, Bible aright, it tells me this same truth over 
and over again: that God is forever building the new on the ruins of 
the old. The flood looked like an end, but in God’s plan it was but a 
new beginning. When Israel was in bondage in Egypt—courage gone, 
leadership gone, hope gone—just when it seemed like an end to all 
their national life, Moses stood before Pharaoh and cried, “Thus saith 
the Lord, ‘Let my people go.’” And they were off to a new beginning. 
Centuries passed, and again Israel was in bondage, this time in 
Babylon. Even song:had failed them, for they said to their captives, 


“How can we sing the Lord's song in this strange land?” Again it 
looked like the end, but ere long the remnant was marching back to 
Jerusalem, the city and the temple and the altar were being rebuilt 
and the prophet was singing, “The glory of the latter house shall 
exceed the glory of the former.” It was another beginning. Then 
followed days of spiritual decline and atrophy. For five hundred years 
no prophet’s voice was heard in Israel. Just when it seemed the end, 
a Jewish maiden walked the path of pain that led to motherhood, and 
on the air of a Judean night was heard the cry of a little babe, and 
“Unto us a son was born and a Saviour given.” It was the fairest 
beginning of all. His enemies were sure it was the end when they.. 
hung Him upon a cross, but upon the third day the disciples were 
going everywhere with hearts aglow and faces luminous, crying, “The 
Lord is risen.” Until we come to the last page of the Bible to find the 
promise, “Behold, I make all things new.” 

We who live in a dark day like this should have all this in the 
background of our minds. To be sure, we are coming to the end of 
some things. Everyone feels that. The days when nations can live in 
comparative isolation is ended. Never again will a nation build a wall 
about herself, as did China. The most hopeful thing upon the horizon 
today is this sense that we have come not so much to an end as to a 
beginning. Churchill is assuring us of that, and Anthony Eden, Herbert 
Morrison, General Smuts, and Archbishop Teniple. And in America 
President Roosevelt is saying it, and Wendell Willkie and Dorothy 
Thompson, while our Prime Minister of Canada addressed the Cana- 
dian Club at Ottawa on “The New World Order’. The sorrow and 
suffering of the world today may not be death pangs, but rather birth 
pangs of the new order. 

This promise has a meaning also for individual hearts. When the 
prodical came to what seemed like the end—money gone, friends gone, 
even his good name gone—he said, “I will arise and go to my father.” 
And the end for him was only the beginning. Many today, bereaved or 
frustrated and disappointed, dread to think of the future, but God 
can always bring a new beginning out of an old ending. 

When the years have taken their toll of our physical strength, and 
old age is upon us, and friends speak softly, so we may not hear, that 
the end is not far off—-what if God, who always loves new beginnings, 
should whisper to our hearts at the last candle-flicker of life, “My child, 
behold I make all things new"? Everything that we can learn about God 
in His Word and in His world helps us to believe that.

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Soviet Diplomacy 


Recent Russ Diplomatic. 
Triumph Over Japan Is of 
Great Advantage to Allies

The technical perfection of the 
diplomatic skill shown by Stalin, 


Molotov, Litvinov and Maisky, and 
by the Foreign Office advisers as- 
sociated with them, has been ex- 
traordinarily interesting to watch. 

In no case has this been more 
evident than in the negotiation 
between the Sov- 
jet Union and Ja- 
pan which has re- 
cently resulted in 
the convention 
providing for the 
renewal for five 
years, but on a 
restricted scale, 
of Japanese fish- 
ing rights in Rus- 
sian territorial 
waters in the Pa- 
cific. 

To those of us 
who have in recent years seen 
something of the hard bargaining 
which has periodically gone on 
between Moscow and Tokyo when 
it became time to renew these fish- 
ing agreements, and of the shrewd 
ability with which the Soviet gov- 
ernmen has defended its interests, 
the terms which Japan has this 
year been forced to accept by the 
Soviet Union are pecularily signi- 
ficant. 

TOKYO BROKE PLEDGE 

When Matsuoka, then Japanese 
Foreign Minister, concluded in 
April, 1941, the neutrality pact with 
Russia, he entered into an addi- 
tional agreement providing for the 
abrogation of all Japanese-held oil 
and mineral concessions in the 
Russian northern half of the island 
of Sakhalin within six months from 
that time. This latter agreement 
was never carried out by Japan. 
As “Izvestia,” the government organ 
in Moscow, has so truly said, the 
Japanese warlords believed in 
Hitler's promise that he would ob- 
tain a “lightning victory over Rus- 
sia.” They thought it safe to ignore 
Matsuoka’s pledge. 

Now, however, these Japanese 
rights have been turned back to 
the Soviet government, and all 
Japanese equipment installed in 
northern Sakhalin becomes Soviet 
property. 

The new convention, removes all 
restrictions previously placed: upon 
Saviet citizens fishing in these Pa- 
cific areas. It returns to Russian 
control a large number of fishing 
allotments held until now by Ja- 
pan. It prohibits the use by Japan 
of waters along the eastern coast 
of Kamchatka. 

Finally, it prohibits Japan from 
obtaining any further oil, except 
stocks already stored, from north- 
ern Sakhalin, even by purchase, 
until after the war. And Japanese 
consulates in that region are im- 
mediately closed. 


BLOW TO JAPANESE 

I am unable to understand the 
reasoning of those who belittle the 
significance to us of this agree 
ment. Japan depends upon the 
catches obtained from these fish- 
eries for a large part of the food 
supply of her badly undernourished 
people. The extent of the fishing 
allotments has no been curtailed 
Japan had _ previously obtained 
more than ten per cent of her oil 
supplies from the Russian half of 
Sakhalin. Her need for this oil, and 
for the coal she has also obtained 
from this region, has increased as 
her ability to transport such sup- 
plies from the overseas areas W hich 
she has occupied has been progres- 
sively diminished by American de- 
struction of her tankers gid freight- 
ers. The serious nature of the blow 
which the agreement she now has 
been forced to sign implies to her 
military strength is clear. Nor 
should we underestimate the im- 
portance to our own naval and 
military interest of the exclusion 
of all Japanese from northern Sak-

hope. 

GREAT AID TO ALLIES 

The Russian diplomatic triumph 
is very great. It is of concrete ad- 
vantage to the United States and 
to Great Britain at this time. By 
no means the least noteworthy fea- 
ture of the announcement made in 
Moscow was the statement that the 
agreements concluded by the Sov- 
iet Union “take into consideration 
specific conditions created by the 
military operations of our Allies in 
the Pacific Ocean.”

And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

One gets a very clear idea of 
how unnecessarily cautious some 
are when one mother writes, “I 
even have to take everything 
from my boy on which he can 
pull himself up, as he tries to get 
up on his feet.” 


So what! one feels ike remark- 
ing. One wonders what fears mo- 
fivate a parent to throttle a 7- 


months-old child so he cannot prac- 
tice for his next stage of develop- 
ment, walking 

This same child, his mother, Mrs, 
A. M.,, explains, weighs only 16% 
pounds and has two teeth ‘He 
loves his solid foods,” she writes, 
“but I have to fight to force him

Mrs. V. M. W. writes, “I wonder | 
what the trouble is when I read 
what tyrants children are about 
eating. I wonder if it isn’t the atti- 
tude a mother has when she feeds | 
her baby? (The mother above who | 
“fights” to force her baby to take 
mils, is a good illustration of what 
not to do), 

“IT have 3 children,” 
tinues, “the oldest 3% years the 
youngest 15 months. They have 
always eaten all kinds of aiaat, | 
vegetables, fruit, cereals and nearly 
4 cups of milk a day. 

“They are healthy, play hard and 
are hungry at mealtimes, They eat 
what I put before them. I have 
never made any fuss about what 
they ate or how much. But if they | 
don’t eat a reasonable amount they 
get no opportunity to fill up be- 
tween meals with candy, cake or 
other sweats. They have been ex- 
pected to accept their food as part 
of their routine.” 

This is ideal. The trouble begins 
when any food made disagree- 
able by the mother’s unwise efforts 
to force it. Instead try in tactful 
ways to get necessary foods into 
the diet, or wait until the child is 
over some temporary distaste for 
them.

“Angels of Mercy” are what hun-| 
dreds of Alberta kiddies call the| 
Edmonton Junior Hospital League, 
which for the past 16 years has 
ministered to the needs and wants 
of young poliomylitis sufferers who | 
come to the Edmonton University 
hospital for treatment. 

Faced with months and some- 
times years of confinement in a 
hospital bed, youngsters stricken 
with the once dreaded infantile 
paralysis have come to rely on| 
league members for personal min-| 
istrations they miss when taken! 
from their homes. 

Organized in 1928, the League! 
amalgamated with the’ Duke of 
York Chapter, 1.0.D.E., Mrs. Jack) 
S. Charlesworth told a_ reporter| 
Friday afternoon. 

Aims of the organization are to 
foster among its members an inter-| 
est in social, economic, educational, | 
cultural and civic pursuances of the! 
community and to make effective) 
their volunteer services. 


WORK OF LEAGUE 


The work of the league is in con-| 
nection with the provincial special 
unit of the University hospital to 
raise money for equipment for .the 
treatment of infantile paralysis pa-! 
tients, Part of the payment of a full 
lime teacher, who gives academic! 
courses and teaches occupational | 
therapy, which assists in the re-| 
habilitation of patients, is raised by 
the members. In this connection the 
patients send in their handicraft} 
after they return to their homes 
and the teacher sells it for them. | 

The teacher, Mrs. Alice M. Smith, | 
also assists in the children’s studies | 
after they return home and pre-| 
pares them for departmental exam- 
inations, which the children pass 
with high standing. 

The league supplies the patients | 
with clothing, gives them a Christ-} 
mas party, and treats at other fes-| 
tive seasons. 


SWIMMING POOL 


At a cost of $1,521 the League 
had installed a theraputic swim- 
ming pool at the hospital, the 
second of its kind at the time. 1934, 
in Canada, Later a lift or hoist for 
the pool to put the children in for 
treatment was installed. 

Two solarium lamps at a cost of 
$300 each were given to the hospi- 
tal as were two humidfiers for each 
Wing at a cost of $350 each, Other 
smaller equipment includes scales, | 
trays, push carts for books and} 
small infra lamps. 

Money for all these gifts was 
raised by an annual dog show, a 
fashion play, cabarets, concerts | 
with well known artists, the “March | 


| 


of Dimes,” rummage sales, serving 
tea at Thompson and Dynes’ semi- 
annual fashion shows, and raffles, 

At present the women are mak- 
ing articles, specializing in chil- 
dren’s clothing, for a bazaar to be 
held in the Empire room of the 
Hudson's Bay Company store, on 
November 4, 

Besides the chief work of aiding 
the hospital, members assist in city 
welfare work. Needy mothers are 
supplied with layettes through the 
outdoor clinic of the University 
hospital. The need for the layeties 
at the clinic is not so urgent at pre- 
sent so they are given to the Red 
Cross Society and are sent to ex- 
pectant mothers in Great Britain 
and in Greece.

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Aid of Groups 
In Mosquito 


Drive Sought 


Community leagues and other 
organizations interested in the 
abatement of the mosquito nuis- 
ance will be asked to co-operate 
with the city in a campaign that 
is being planned for 1944, 


Announcement was made Satur- 
day by Mayor John W. Fry that he 
would call a meeting of community 
league officials, and other organ- 
izations interested to explore the 
possibilities of co-operative effort 
to abate the nuisance. This meet- 
ing will be held probably at the 
beginning of next week. 


In the meantime the mayor and 
city commissioners are studying a 
report submitted by J. D. A. Mac- 
donald, assistant city engineer, 
following a visit to Winnipeg where 

gthe abatement campaign in that 
city was discussed with civie 
officials. They are studying also 
recommendations made by A. W. 
Haddow, city engineer, relative to 
a limited campaign to be under- 
taken this year. 

Mr. Haddow has recommended 
that $10,000 be set aside this year 
for the purchase and assembly of | 
equipment for the campaign, and | 
that possibly a small amount of 
drainage work could be carried out 
this year. 

He suggested also that legisla- 
tion should be asked for that 
would permit carrying out of the 
campaign within a radius of 15 
miles of the city. This legislation 
would govern the right of entry 
to property where breeding 
grounds are located. 

In his report on inquiries made 
at Winnipeg, Mr. Macdonald said 
that the campaign to be effective 
must be thoroughly done, and 
added that the most satisfactory 
results had been obtained only by 
the ‘expenditure of $18,000 during 
one year in Winnipeg. 
CAMPAIGN JUSTIFIED { 

The Winnipeg officials stated, 
according to the report, that the 
campaign, although it did not elim- 
inate the mosquito, was justified 
because the campaigns reduced the

or nine times during the season. 

The first problem is to ascer- 
tain the location of the breeding 
grounds. To do this a field sur- 
vey must start about April 15, and 
the first oiling of the breeding 
grounds must be made by the end 
of the first week in May and must 
be completed within 10 days. 

The co-operation of the public in 
eliminating all possible places for 
mosquitoes to develop around their 
premises would materially assist in 
the abatement of the nuisance, Mr. 
Macdonald points out, 

To carry out control in Edmon- 
ton a start should be made immedi- 
ately, as it would require a large 
field force to carry on the survey 
of all breeding grounds before May 
1, and labor is not available. It 
would appear that the campaign 
cannot be carried on this year, Mr. 
Macdonald stated in his report. 


NO EQUIPMENT 

He states also that it would be 
impossible to obtain the necessary 
sprayers, rubber boots and slickers 
necessary for the work. There would 
be no difficulty in obtaining the 
oil, he states.

In Scarlet Fever 


Increase in the number of scarlet 
fever cases in Edmonton reported 
during March is parallel to an in- 
crease in this disease across the 
whole of the Dominion, Dr. G, M. 
Little, medical officer of health, 
stated in his report Friday to the 
local board of health. 

Facilities at the isolation hospital 
have been unable to accommodate 
all cases requiring admission from 
the city, and no outside cases have 
been accepted. One-fifth of the 
scarlet fever cases reported during 
March were persons 20 years old or 
over. 

He reported also on a conference 
with city officials and represent- 


atives of the Stony Plain municipal 
district relative to health services 
for that section of the municipality 
immediately west of the city. 

Dr. Little reported that to “pro- 
vide health services to this area 
during ordinary times would pre- 
sent no difficulty to this board, but 
at the present time when it is im- 
possible to obtain additional train- 
ed personnel, such an extension of 
duties could only be met by reduc- 
tion of service to our city itself.”

Of Imperial Oil 


Increased operations in West- 
ern Canada in 1943 are reported 
by Imperial Oil Limited. A new 
plant, the first of its kind in 
Canada was constructed at Cal- 
gary, new units added to the 


refinery at Regina, increased pro- 
duction obtained from the com-

fields, and 17 exploratory wells 
drilled in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and the North West Territories in 
continuing exploration activities.
